AMENDMENTS 

1 . Bye-Uws appearing hercinaTter are additional Bye- 
laws of the Association relating to N.T.S.D. Contracts 
for Castorsced. All the other bye-laws of the Association 
tor trading in N.T.S.D. Contracts in Groundnut seed 
and Groundnut Oil as may be in force from time to time 
shall also be applicable to such contracts and shall be 
binding on the contracting parties in so far as the matters 
dealt with therein are not specifically dealt within and 
arc not repugnant to these additional Byc-laws, 

2. Bye-laws 61 A. 61AA and 61 AAA of the Bye-taws re- 
lating to the N. r.S.D, Contracts of groundnut .seed and 
groundnut oil shall not apply to trading in the N.T.S.D 
contracts of castor seed. 


Term.', of Conlracii 
( Castor Seed ) 

The following shall be terms of contracts for Castor- 
sced, 

(1) fa) OUANTILY : 

The contract shall specify the quantity of 
castorsced with an allowance oc 1% more or 
less, 

fb) QUALITY : 

The contract shall also specify the quality of 
ca.storseed sold and purchased of the fair aver- 
age quality of the scasstn in diy and merchant- 
able condition at the time of delivery. 

(c) Goods shall be packed in ‘sellers’ non-re- 
turnable goods, sound, single new/once used 
1050 grammes B. Twill gunny bags. Each bag 
.shall contain 65 Kgs. of castorsced. If the goods 
are packed in any bags other than those men- 
tioned above in the Clause (c), buyers to charge 
the sellers difference in the value of the bags 
on the basis of the market rate, 

fd) RATES : 

The contract shall also specify the rate per 
100 kgs. nett weight of castor seed. Goods 
will be delivered at sellers’ cost at the buyers’ 
Mills or Godowns. 
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fc) DELIVERY PERIOD ; 

The contract will specify the delivery period 
not beyond the period fixed by the Committee 
for any Non-Transferable Specific Delivery 
Contract. 

(2) Buyers will take delivery of goods as provided 
herein by taking weighm'enf and" drawing sam- 
ple of the same within 15 days from the date 
of the receipt of the .sSd goods at their W(ill/ 
Godown. Sellers should he pre.sent at the time 
of delivery to inspect the weight and sampling 
for which 48 hours’ notice will be given to the 
sellers by the buyers. Should- the sellers fail to 
do so after such ’notice to them, buyers will 
weigh and draw sTample within working hours 
and sellers must abide by the result. If the 
buyers do not take delivery within the prescrib- 
ed period the sellers will give 7 days’ notice to 
the buyers to take delivery, Tf buyers fail to 
take delivery within this period Invoice weight 
to be taken as coriect. 

13) Refraction Basis : Upto 5 per cent free, over 
5 per cent but not exceeding 8 per cent allow- 
ance at full value to the buyers. If refraction 
is more than 8 per cent, the buyers shall have 
the following options viz.,—
